Grain Production in Corns s :i - t China, covers the request from Chief , 

Food and Agriculture Branch, HAAG, for an analysis of the climatic 
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limitations on grain production and a study of climatically analogous 
areas in non-Bloc areas of the Far East for the purpose of developing 
estimates of the grain yield potential in Communist China. 

A co mmuni cation of 1 November was received fx-om the Directorate 
of Estimates, AFC1E~2, with enclosure that lists the center coordinates 
of general areas designated by SAC that are desirable as net? evasion 
and escape areas. This requests that D/m "research these general 
areas using the same criteria used for the Feasibility Studies previously 
published by your office and designate and publish for joint usage any 
evasion and escape areas that are developed. " The requirement is further 
described as need "for the relocation of some of the existing areas in 
older to provide safety from fallout."

USSR B ra nch : Production progress for the month was good. 
Population Concentrations in the Soviet Union, Q/x-2fb, was forwarded to 
the Collection Staff, CSX. The study on Geographic Analysis of Economic 
Region X, requested by S/Com, was c emulated and a preliminary copy 
furnished to the requester;, however the maps are still in Reproduction, 
so the project is not being reported as completed. The proof copy of 
Agro-Cliraatle Evaluation of the Sovi et Com Program was received in the 
Division as the month ended. Two G/S jobs, the final products of which 
wex’e maps, were completed: Areas for Observations of XRBM. and XCBM 
Indicators and Location of GM Activities and Personnel in Moscow (g/S-42 
arxd 43). The results of another g/S job (a thorough check of the ERA 
project on Siberian Transportation Developments) were transmitted both 
verbally and in the form of 10 pages of notes (fl/S~40). The revision 
of the Soviet Arctic study and one UW report are in Editing. The city 
plans program continued to absorb a considerable amount of the research 
time of five analysts.

The ad hoc committee established for consideration of graphics in 
Section 19 met on 25 November to examine a graphic prepared by AGIO 
for NIS 4lA, which is currently at the coordination stage. Both the 
content and presentation were favorably received by the committee, and 
the graphics will be forwarded to OBI with the completed text, along 
with the two graphics prepared by the Army and Navy. Questions con- 
cerning submission of reproduction materials, etc., for Section 19 
graphics were discussed and resolved. At the close of the meeting, the ad 
’ hoc committee was dissolved, having accomplished its assigned mission. 

It was agreed, however, that the committee might be reactivated if 
future problems arise concerning Section. 19 graphics. 


The Chapter IX Subcommittee proposals sent to 
on 2 September still have not been presented to the NIS Committee.
